moved me to publiſh what I knew to the World; and Ex- 

rience witneſſeth to me, that the more I revFal that

The Ignorance of our Fore-fathers made 
Phyſicians laugh in their Sieeves; but the End of all things 
haſtens, and that Knowledge is breaking out, which ſhall ſo 
enlighten the World, that he who hath but half an Eye may 
ſee their Baſeneſs without a pair of Spectacles. At the Mouth 
of the Urethre, where it meets with the V Deferentia, 
which is (I told you in the ſeminal Veſſels, is a Caruncle; 
their is another of their Terms) in plain Engliſh a thick Skin 
its Office is that the ſeminal Veſſels, being of a ſpungy Na- 
ture, might not ſhed their Seed againſt their Will. This Skin 
which is very full of Pores,thePores open through heat of the 
act of Copulation, and ſo gives p to the Seed, which 
being of a very ſubtil Spirit (and the ſubtiler for being mov - 
ed) will paſs through as Quick: ſilver paſſeth hLeather; 
you can ſee no holes in the Leather by which it paſſeth. 
neither can you ſee in this Skin, unleſs the Anatomy of a 
Man that had ſome violent running of the Reins when he 
died, then they are conſpicious; for indeed theſe Veſſels 
are the proper ſeat of that Diſeaſe, however it came in time 
to be called the running of the Reins: I have often read 
that the Reins ſeparate the Urine, but that they contain 
Seed is believed by none but by the Sons of Tradition. 

Beſides, many times, by hanging of a Dog, his Breaſt 
being ſwelled by retaining his Breath, and his Bowels be- 
ing compreſſed by ſwelling of that hard Dung fticking in the 
right Gut (which will always be if you give him binding 
Meat the Day before you hang him) doth ſo compreſs the 
Veſſels, that you may plainly diſcern theſe Paſſages or Pores 
open, Many times when Children are cut for the Stone, 
in drawing away the Stone, (which in my Opinion is a like-

| Yard, Iſuppoſedone by venereous People (which Ron: 
it ſeems was full cf them, ſince which times Vices have in- 
creaſed there faſter then Virtues) I intend not to ſpend time 
in rehearſing the Names, and as little about its Form and 
Situation, which are both well known it being the leaſt Part 
of my Intent to tell people what they know, but teach them 
what they know not. 1 

1. The Parts of it are partly common to it,

the Yard which inveſteth the whole Body; the Eyes, 
common. Mouth, c. excepted ; as alſo the Top of the 
Pad, the Greeks calls it J:ga710y, the Latins 
Cuticula ; and we in Engliſh the outward Skin, or Scarf-ſkin; 
it is very thin, as thin as the Skin you peel off from the out- 
ſide of a Codlin, it is eaſily loſt, and as ſoon grows again, 
and is altogether void of Senſe; you may eaſily thruſt a 
Needle through it and feel no pain: Its uſe is todefend the 
Other Skin from Duſt, Smoak, or what elſe might offend it, 
or penetrate its ſubtile Pores, 24. The Skin the Greeks call 
Jef, the Latins Cutis, which is fomewhat thick and full 
of Pores, through which the ſweat and fuliginous Vapour 
of the third Concoction (which concocts Blood into Fleſh) 
paſs out; theſe Pores are very many, as thick as the Holes 
'of a Sive, but not ſo big, indeed they are as thick as they 
can be, and ſo ſmall that they are not viſible to the Eye; 
therefore Phyſicians call Sweating and the Paſſage of Va. 
-pours through them Iaſenſible Tranſpiration, indeed they 


are fas wider in ſome Men and Women's Bodies than the) 
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are in other ſome, and that's the Reaſon ſome Sweat more 
eaſier than others do, and ſuch as do Sweat often and eaſily 
are not ſo ſubject to Fevers as thoſe are which do not, bs. 
cauſe Fevers are uſually cauſed by ſooty or fuliginous Va- 
pours, which infect the Blood: which often Sweating con- 
ſumes, and ſuffers them not to putrify : Hence it comes to 
paſs that Sweating is a laudable Remedy in Fevers, I confeſs 
this Skin is ſomewhat thinner upon the Yard than it is upon 
ſome other Parts of the Body; flaggy when the Yard ſtands 
not, but ſtiff when it doth; this Skin is very ſenſible, be- 
cauſe the Nerves concur to make up its Being. And here 


] beſeech you to take Notice of another grand Truth, wiz. 
That the Brains give Sen/e to the Body by the Nerves or Sinews 


{as the Vulgar call them.) And yet Ariſtotle for all his great 


Learning, was of Opinion that the Senſe lay in the Fleſh,

As alſo, tho* Authors fay, it is the Inverſion or Hardneſs, or 
Ulcers or Scars of the Womb hinders Conception by ſuch 
means as I recited, it is not probable to me; for Nature be- 
ing ſent in the World by the eternal God, for the Increaſe 
and Multiplication of Things in the elementary World, 
hath placed Magnetic YVertue in the Womb, that it draws 
the Seed to it, as the Load-ftone draws Iron, or the Fire 
the Light of the Candle. I rather therefore think the Rea- 
ſon oh theſe hinder Conception, is this, becauſe the 
Womb is fo buſied in ſuccouring itſelf, that it cannot per- 
fet any Conception, you know a Man that is ſick or 
wounded cannot Work, tho' his Work lie beſide him. 


The Womb itſelf in Figure, is almoſt perfectly Figure: 
round, in Virgins it exceedeth not the Bi of a Walnut, 


yet when a Woman hath conceived, it dilates itfelf to that 
Capacity, that is able to contain the Child with all its 
Appurtenances. It is ſmall becauſe the Seed is but little in 
Quantity, which it ought to Embrace and Cheriſh; „ y 
it is made up of two Skins, the one Internal thle e. 
other External, the External is thickeſt, and very ſmooth and 
flippery, if you except thoſe Parts where the ſpermatick 
Veſſels enter into the Womb, the Internal are full of Holes. 
It differs much in Form from the Matrix of Beaſts, and 
that Galen was Ignorant of, for indeed and in truth Galen 
never ſaw a Man or Woman diſſected in his Lifetime, it be- 
ing accounted abominable in his time to Uſe ſuch ſuppoſed 
Cruelty upon the dead Corps, and therefore he diſſected only 
Apes, which was the Cauſe he wrote ſuch an apiſh Anato- 
my.

-Alſo Jovian Pontanus In his 
celeſtial Obſervations, goes about to prove the very ſame 
thing in the Moon, which Ariſfotle quotes in Women; he af- 
firms, that the Moos only ſupplies Matter for the Sun to 
Work upon in the Generation of things here below, even as 
the Female doth the Male in the Generation of Man; and 
that he learned of Ariſtotle, and ſo he confeſſes ; but thoſe 
that have ſtudied Hermetical-Phils/ophy know well enough, 
that the Moisture which the Moon beſtows upon the Earth, 
hath an active Principle in it, yea ſach an active Principle 
that the World cannot ſtand without it, nor Philoſophers 
operate without it. Other Opinions there are, which I ſhall 
not mention here, becauſe they belong not properly to the 
Point in Hand, but reſerve them to their proper Place.

done with the preparing Veſſels: It is thus; the ſperma- 
tick Veins receive the Arteries as they paſs by the Side of the 
Womb, ſo there is a Mixture between the vital and na- 
tural Blood, that fo the Work might the better be wrought; 
For if you blow up the ſpermatick Vein with a Quill, you 
may perceive both the right and left Veſſels of the Womb 
blown up, from whence may be eaſily apprehended the Com- 
munion of all the Veſſels of the Womb. The Deferentia or 
carrying Veſſels ſpring from the lower Part of the Stones, 
They are in Colour white, in Subſtance finewy, they pals I 
not to the Womb ftrait, but wreathed, that ſo the Short- 
neſs of the Way may be recompenced by the Multitude of 
the Windings; near the Womb, they become broad again. 
They proceedin two Parts from the Womb, which reſemble

Philo/ophers know that the Sun 


makes Gold of one Earth, and Flints of another, accordin 


as they are fitting, let ſuch therefore as defire to have their 


Children live, ufe ſuch means as may keep the I»/fruments of 
Generation pure and clean, and their Blood pure, that ſo their 
Seed being pure, Nature having pure matter to Work upon,

Come we now to the laft Conſideration, in which we

Firſt, If it cauſe Corruption in the Blood and Seed of the 


: Parents, it muſt needs haſten the Diſſolution of the Children; 


the firſt of which we ſhall· prove thus: Almoſt all Diſeaſes 
have their Original from Repletion; wiz. taking more 
Meat and Drink than Nature requires, or the Stomach can 
well digeſt, as is excellently well laid down by the wile 
Man,  Zccle/. 37. 29; 30, 31. Be not unſatiable in any aainty 
thing, nor tos greedy upon Meats ; for Exceſs of Meat bringeth 
Sickneſs, and Jurfeiting-will turn into Choler. By Jurfeitmg 
hath many periſhed, but he that taketh hecd, prolon geth his Lift. 

Secondly, Conſider, that all Crudities are nothing but an

I am.confident not ſo many of them 
are now to be found of ſeven Years of Age: They that 
will be Wiſe, let them be Wiſe.

Becauſe there are Excrements 
found in the Guts of it, ſo ſoon as tis born. | 
To the firſt I anſwer thus, It learns to ſuck by Natural 
Inſtinct. Take a yaung Cat that never ſaw her Dam catch 
a Mouſe, yet will ſhe catch Mice fo ſoon as ſhe is able: 
Muſt ſhe needs therefore ſuck Mice from her Dam when ſhe 
was in her Belly? And yet this Argument of Hippocrates, 
will ſerve for ſuch a Prieſt as denies any ſuch thing as Na- 
tural Inftin& (of which I know ſome) to teach in the Pulpit 
for Authentick. 
To this ſecond Reaſon I anſwer thus, That theſe are not 
Excrements of the firſt Concoction; and that I prove, be- 
cauſe they ſtink not, but are the thickeſt Blood convey'd 
from the Veſſels of the Spleen to the Guts, and there driven 
into that Form. All theſe being as far off from the 'Truth, 
as Dover is from the Lizard Point: We muſt find anew 
Way for the Child's Nouriſhment; and the Truth 1s, all 
Modern Writers agree, the Child receives its Nouriſhment 
by its Navel; but what the natural Nouriſhment of the 
Child, they alſo keep an old Pother about, and defend and 
prove about, like Lawyers, and all to no Purpoſe in tze 
World. | .

of Children, I know not but that Marriage which denies

their Huſbands, and their God, that they cannot hve qui- 
etly with them; and worſe thay either (if worſe can be) is

ſaith, is like that of a Torpedo, or Phalanx Sco- 
pion, which are little in Bulk, but do great Miſchief, being 
Enemies to the vital Spirits and Heart, by which there is 
Coldneſs all over and ſhort Breath from the Actions of the 
Heart hurt. For when the Heart is hurt, or the vital Spirits 
either ſuffocated or corrupted, there are no animal. 
Spirits bred, and they often flowing to the Nerves and 
Muſcles, hinder the Motion of the Breaſt. Alſo this ma- 
lignant Vapour is an Enemy to the animal Spirits, and makes 
doting and Convulſions when it goes to the Brain.

H E beſt Colour in a new-born Child, is Redneſs all 
over the Body, that changeth by Degrees to a Roſe 
Colour they who are white, are ſickly and ſhort lived.

Obſerve all the Parts and Figure, and Paflages diligently ; 
let the Midwife handle it gently. Roul it up with ſoft
